Appeals 
received after 5:00 pm HST will be considered received the next business day. d’he appeal letter 
should include the I’OIA tracking number listed above. For quickest possible handling, the subject 
line of your email, the appeal letter, and its envelope, if applicable, should be marked "Freedom ot 
Information Act Appeal."
